DALLAS, Tex., Oct. 27. — Interest 
in the senatorial election situation 
in Texas today was focused on Aus­ 
tin where the state supreme court 
is expected to deliver the next and 
perhaps the final word in the liti­ 
gation and controversy over placing 
the name of Earl B. Mayfield on the 
ballot of the November election as 
the democratic candidate. 
As a result of the instructed jury 
verdict rendered in the Corsicana 
district court last night, holding that 
Mayfield had violated the state limit 
for primary campaign expenditures 
of $10,000 in obtaining the demo­ 
cratic nomination, the temporary in­ 
junction issued by the court some 
time ago restraining the secretary of 
state from placing his name on the 
ballot remained in force until the 
supreme court acts. 
The supreme court is deliberating 
on the questions certafied to it by 
the fifth court of appeal to which 
attorneys for Mayfield appealed for 
dissolution of the 'district court’s in­ 
junction, claiming the district court 
had no jurisdiction in the matter and 
that the parties applying for the in­ 
junction were without legal quali­ 
fications to obtain same. 
May Decide Soon 
Even though the supreme court 
should decide in favor of Mayfield, 
it is pointed out by those oppoing 
his candidacy that the findings of 
the co. rt would not become effect­ 
ive until fifteen days after being 
tendered, in order to permit an ap­ 
peal to be taken to a higher court 
and that the election date Novem­ 
ber 7 would arrive before the time 
limit was up. They claimed May­ 
field’s only chance for election is 
to have his name written on the 
ballot by voters at the polls. At­ 
torney general so far has not ruled 
in the matter. 
The district court’s verdict was 
returned after the jury had deliber­ 
ated since three o’clock Tuesday af­ 
ternoon.

Ipecac for Turkey Disease. 
Blackhead, an infectious disease 
of turkey, may occur among other 
fowls wThen turkeys are raised on 
the same premises. 
“The cause of blackhead,” says 
Dr. W. A. Billings, division of vet­ 
erinary medicine at University Farm 
“is generally considered to be an 
amoeba which is excreted in enorm­ 
ous numbers through the droppings 
from the diseased bird. Young poults 
are especially susceptible to infec­ 
tion. The liver and intestines are 
the organs infected. 
“Prevention and 
treatment 
of 
blackhead have usually been unsat­ 
isfactory. Recently in Southern Cal­ 
ifornia the use of ipecac has met 
with considerable success. 
“Ae a preventive, the dose is a 
teaspoonful of powdered ipecac giv­ 
en in the feed twice a week to 
each group of twenty birds. No al­ 
lowance is made for difference in 
ages. As a curative for birds already 
infected each turkey is given ten 
drops of fluid extract of ipecac by 
mouth once a day for three days. 
If this method is 
too 
laborious! 
make a mash containing three tea­ 
spoons of powdered ipecac to the 
quart and feed for three or four 
days.”
